A marriage is a life-long eovenant. An agreement, a promise, whieh both the 
husband and wife warranty and guarantee. It is a eovenant first and foremost 
between woman, man, and God with Jesus Christ as the mediator and advoeate. And 
seeondly, to one another. It is a partnership. Equal risk, equal investment, equal 
benefit. If you do not see it this way. Do not get married. 

When the eouple is generous to one another, they are generous to God. When they 
are faithful to one another, they are faithful to God. When they are giving of one 
another, they are giving to God. When they sin against one another, they are sinning 
against God. 

Jesus first miraele took plaee at the wedding at Cana, in whieh he turned the water 
into wine. But why did he perform this miraele? Beeause his mother, Mary, asked 
him to. Not only that. She demonstrated her faith in Jesus by saying to the servants, 
“Do whatever he tells you to.” What miracle does our mothers ask of you today? 
Should you have a son and or daughter, what miracles will you ask of them when 
they get married? 

The miracle of lifelong faithfulness? The miracle of lifelong dedication to the 
partnership? The miracle of conceiving and, lovingly and responsibly parenting a 



life together? The miraele of life-long tolerance? Respect, and life-long acceptance 
of each other for who you are as individuals? 

A couple must ask themselves what do they love about each other? Man and woman 
are a gift to each other form God himself. What should we do with a gift form God 
himself? We cherish it. We protect it. We treat it as sacred and priceless. Marriage 
is not easy, but, if you play your cards right and stay the course, you will earn one 
other. A wedding is an oath taken before a God. An oath, a pronouncement. A 
ceremony and the party.

There will be vacations, and loving moments. Gifts, and encouragement. But there 
will also be bills, taxes, plumbing problems, disagreements with kid’s teachers, and 
bad news from the mechanic, or life altering news from a doctor.

Selflessness, and loyalty. 

But relying on one another will not be enough. For, we have nothing if you do not 
put your loyalty and faith in God first.

Only though Christ can a couple truly 
enjoy the treasures of God’s gift of marriage. If couples focus on supporting one 
another’s walk with God, and as individuals they are living their faith, their marriage 
has nothing to fear.

A marriage where both man 
and wife, guard and protect the marriage, the relationship, have each other’s back, 
and who know God’s word, wishes, and commandments about marriage, they are 
protected. 

38% of marriages end in divorce. The average length of a marriage in Canada is 14 
years. 41% of married Canadian’s admitted to committing either physical or 
emotional infidelity. A contested divorce can cost anywhere from $10,000 to 
$100,000! The highest suicide rate among middle aged people are divorced middle 
aged people. Children of a divorced couple are two times more likely to have mental 
health disorders than children of couple who do not divorce. 

The Holy Spirit tells us in the Word: 

Therefore, a man shall leave his father and his mother and hold fast to his wife, and 
they shall become one flesh.
